(Associated Press) 
HARTFORD, Conn., April 2—Ger­ 
ald Chapman this morn lag took the 
stand in his own defense on a charge 
of having murdered Patrolman James 
Skelly, in New Britain, last October 
12. 
Chapman, cool and collected, speak­ 
ing in clear tones, denied that he had 
been in the Davidson and Leventhal 
store in New Britain at any time. 
It was in this store that Skelly was 
murdered. 
Under cross examination he refus­ 
ed to be rushed into answers at the 
hands of State’s Attorney Hugh M. 
Alcorn. 
Alcorn went into the pris 
oner’s past life. 
Cooly and candidly 
Chapman discussed bis spectacular 
criminal record, under Alcorn’s urg 
ing. He admitted and discussed four 
previous criminal convictions. 
When Alcorn asked if he had a gun 
when he held up the mail truck in 
1921, he said he had not. 
‘Anderson had. but I had not,” he 
«rid. 
Alcorn disagreed with Chapman’s 
version of the mail robbery and the 
witness, koking straight into the. pro­ 
secutor’s eyes, said: 
‘I don’t want to argue this mat­ 
ter with you/ 
I don’t want to go 
into the case at all. 
It has nothing 
to do with this charge of murder.” 
He had fired a shot at a Muneie 
policeman qi the time of his arrest 
he said, because he thought him 
hold-up man. He said nothing before 
‘he stuck a gun under my heart.”

The substance of the weevil retort is: As far as the 
initial emergence of the weevil is concerned, the bo.itn- 
States may expect at least the normal number, 
in fact, to be a serious control problem form 
the very beginning of the season in those fields nearest 
hibernation shelter.

. They lay from three to eight eggs each day and 
verage a total of about a hundred before they die.

average length of life of the weevils in the summer time 
is 62 days. 
Thus, it will be realized, or can be demon­ 
strated by a very simple calculation, how a very small 
emergence may multiply in a few weeks to a destructive 
infestation.

For these reasons experts in weevil control do not at­ 
tach great importance to the degree of survival. 
It is 
only one o'f several important facts to be observed. In the 
present instance it indicates that the weevil has a good 
«tart in 1925. How far he will go and how much damage 
he will do depend upon the weather and the farmer. 
Last 
year’s weather conditions were happily unfavorable to 
weevil development and favorable to cotton growing. 
It 
is about the third su ch experience in thirty years and 
to assume that it will be repeated in 1925 is to make a 
very dangerous gamble. On the other hand, by the prac­ 
tice of cultural methods now thoroughly tested and dem­ 
onstrated in every cotton state and by the practice of the 
processes of control by poison equally tested anji widely 
demonstrated, the Cotton Belt by intelligence and indus- 
trytry need have no fear of being able to control the boll 
weevil, provided only that the farmers do not trust to 
the luck of the weather, but make the most of the infor 
mation which has been gathered for them by painstaking 
research and confirmed by the best farmers in every cot­ 
ton community.
